Nixon always has had trouble getting

His firing of Archibald Cox stirred 
the first serious moves for im­ 
peachment. 
Now the White House is feuding with 
Leon Jaworski over who is boss. 
During the House impeachment 
inquiry the President cannot afford any 
renewal of the crisis that came when 
Cox went. 
Nixon's spokesmen and lawyer say 
there has been no consideration of 
firing 
Jaworski, 
although 
cir­ 
cumstances now are similar to those 
that led the President to get rid of Cox. 
The central issue now, as then, is 
simple: Can the special prosecutor 
take the President to court when the 
President tells him not to? 
In each case, the controversy flared 
over the demands of the prosecutor for 
access to White House tape recordings 
the President said he would not yield. 
Cox was fired after vowing to press in 
court 
for 
recordings 
of 
nine 
presidential conversations, in defiance 
of Nixon’s instructions to drop the case 
and settle instead for summaries for 
the tapes. 
But three days later, on Oct. 23, 1973, 
facing a wave of impeachment 
demands and an adverse public 
reaction, the President yielded and 
agreed to turn over the tapes. 
Within a week, arrangements had 
been made for a new special 
prosecutor. 
Now, up against another tapes 
controversy with Jaworski, Nixon’s 
lawyers say he is prepared to contest to 
the Supreme Court a subpoena for 
recordings of 64 conversations. 
Jaworski already has won in U.S. 
District Court. 
Jaworski complained there, and to 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, which 
backed him, about the contention of the 
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White House that he could not properly 
pursue the subpoena case in court 
because it involves a dispute between 
two officials of the executive branch. 
Jaworski said that interpretation of 
his standing would make a farce out of 
the special prosecutor’s office.

Judge demands Plumbers data 


WASHINGTON (AP) — New sub­ 
poenas for Watergate evidence have 
been fired at the White House, this time 
by two former members of President 
Nixon’s inner circle. 
The subpoenas were signed by U.S. 
District Court Judge Gerhard Gesell at 
the request of lawyers for John D. 
Ehrlichman, formerly Nixon’s chief 
domestic adviser, and Charles W. 
Colson, ex-presidential counselor. 
Gesell gave the White House until 2 
p.m. Friday to respond and said he 
would grant no more time. 
He added that the case might have to 
be dismissed if the government refuses 
to turn over evidence deemed , 
necessary for the trial. 
“If the court rules that material is 
relevant to the defense Of anyone 
charged” in the case and are not 
produced, “the prosecution ends,” 
Gesell said. 
The subpoenas include a demand for 
top secret documents connected with 
the 1971 Pentagon papers case. They 
also ask for personal papers left at the 
White House by Colson and Eh­ 
rlichman. 
The latest subpoenas were issued in 
connection with the plumbers case, 
scheduled for trial in Gesell’s court 
Sept. 9. 
Ehrlichman, Colson and three other 
defendants are charged in the break-in 
at the California offices of Dr. Lewis 
Fielding, psychiatrist of Daniel 
Ellsberg, who leaked the Pentagon pa­ 
pers on U.S. involvement in the Viet­ 
nam war. 
Among the subpoenaed papers was a 
damage assessment submitted under 
seal to the Supreme Court in the 
Pentagon papers case. Top secret por­ 
tions of these files have never been 
publicly disclosed. 
Earlier Wednesday, Gesell had said 
he would not allow the government to 
withhold material from the trial on a 
claim of executive privilege. 


The White House has retained some 
of the papers of staffers who left during 
the 
Watergate controversy and 
referred to them as presidential 
papers. 
Ehrlichman and Colson had com­ 
plained that preparation of their 
defense was hindered by the fact that 
access to their papers still at the White 
House was limited. 
“I don’t recognize any executive 
privilege,” Gesell said in a hearing on 
pretrial motions in the case. If anything 
is relevant and material, it is going to 
be produced by the United States. 
“There is not going to be executive 
privilege or national security,” the 
judge said. “We must proceed with 
what is relevant in this case. I am not

NEW YORK (AP) — Faced with 
rapidly increased costs for fuel and a 
continuing need for money to expand, 
some of the nation’s major electric 
utilities have run into a serious lack of 
funds.

Ohio Senate eyes end to sovereign immunity 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — State 
senators turn their attention today to a 
bill that would make Ohio subject to 
lawsuits, taking away a time worn im­ 
munity that dates back to the crowned 
heads of old Europe. 
Up for a vote is a House-passed 
proposal that-would do away with the 
slow and unwieldy Sundry Claims 
Board and establish a State Court of 
Claims to hear suits against the state 
which presently cannot be sued. 
Advocates of the legislation, of which 
Rep. Robert A. Nader, D-55 Warren, is 
the chief sponsor, say it will bring 
justice faster to those injured through 
the state’s negligence. 
Under the present system, such 
victims must file claims with the 
layman-oriented claims boards which 
makes recommendations to the legisla­ 
ture for final approval. The envisioned 
new court of judges would operate 
outside legislative scrutiny, as other 
existing courts do. 
“This bill would end the notion that 
the king can do no wrong, and therefore 


can’t be sued,” said Rep. Alan E. Nor­ 
ris, R-27 Westerville, a co-sponsor. 
Meanwhile, House Speaker Pro Tem 
Vernal G. Rifle Jr., D-89 New Boston, 
says he sees “little chance” that the 
House will reconsider ifs Wednesday 
decision to kill an omnibus bill that 
would have created more than three 
dozen new judgeships throughout the 
state. 
Rifle was instrumental in getting 
approval of a floor amendment that 
saved about 500 mayors’ courts in Ohio. 
They would have been abolished by the 
bill as it went to its hostile reception on 
the floor. 
But after deletion of that con­ 
troversial proposal—by a vote of 57- 
35—the House rejected the entire 
package. The vote on the bill itself was 
52-38 with 
66—or 
a 
two-thirds 
majority—required for legislation that 
creates new courts. 
The long-debated bill would have 
established new municipal courts in 
Wadsworth and New Philadelphia and 
added from 38 to 43 new judges 


elsewhere, at various stages of com­ 
mittee and floor deliberations. 
Rifle said, and Minority Leader 
Charles F. Kurfess, R-83 Perrysburg 
added his agreement, that most of the 
members simply didn’t like the idea of 
linking new judgeships with the 
mayors’ courts proposal which has 
been killed at every session for the past 
IO years. 
Rifle was one of the most outspoken 
opponents of those seeking to abolish 
mayors courts, maintaining that in his 
own county of Scioto and elsewhere, the 
existing municipal courts would be 
unable 
to 
handle 
the 
mayors’ 
caseloads. 
Rep. Richard Finan, R-19 Cincinnati, 
said mayors’ courts last year in 
Hamilton County handled 105,000 cases 
that otherwise would have gone to the 
municipal courts. 
Finan 
offered

compromise 
amendment that would have retained 
mayors’ 
courts 
but 
permitted 
municipal judges to assign referees to 
hear their cases. On a motion by Riffe, 


his amendment was tabled by a vote of 
62-28. 
In other developments, Robert 
Tenenbaum, Gov, John J. Gilligan’s 
press secretary, said the governor is 
expected to sign into law a bill that 
restores Ohio’s regulation and control 
of abortions. 
The House concurred 65-31 Wed­ 
nesday in Senate amendments to the 
bill allowing abortions but spelling out 
responsibilities of physicians, to whom 
the operations would be restricted. 
Some lawmakers predicted at least 
part of it will fail to meet constitutional 
tests, namely one provision that out­ 
laws the use of public funds to pay for 
an abortion. 
Ohio’s old law prohibiting abortions, 
except in cases where the life of the 
mother was threatened, was struck 
down by a decision of the U.S. Supreme 
dourt 17 months ago.

Tents, he was a shirtsleeve-type of 
newspaper man, dedicated and devoted 
to his profession. A perfectionist, his 
credo in reporting and editing was 
truth and accuracy, even to the last 
detail. Although he never put his 
studies in English to use as a teacher, 
he was a stickler for grammar and 
sentence and paragraph construction, 
comas and periods. It hurt him to print 
a story that might hurt someone, but he 
refused to let his personal feelings 
deter him from what he thought to be 
essential recording events of the day, 
fully and accurately. He had very 
definite opinons and convictions, but 
maintained they had no place in news 
reporting; these were for editorals. 
Although the newspaper was his life, 
he had other interests to which he 
devoted much time and research. A 
student of the Civil War (and he was 
considered somewhat of an authority 
on the subject), he had accumulated an 
extensive library on the Civil W ar; he 
and his wife, Ruby Nelle, made many 
trips to the battlefields, not just as 
mere tourists for a superficial look, but 
to study them intimately. 
He also was a stamp collector as a 
sideline hobby, and a railroad buff, 
both of which gradually added to his 
accumulation of books. As the books — 
of all 
subjects 
— piled 
up, 
this 
developed into almost a business in 
buying and selling books. 
He often said he was looking forward 
to becoming a “ book dealer” after his 
retirement, after his 66th birthday on 
May 30 of this year. He said he did not 
expect this to be a “ big money-making 
business’ but rather a hobby which he 
enjoyed. 
He was a long-time member of Sigma 
Delta Chi, a national society of jour­ 
nalists, both student and professional. 
He was a member of the Elks Lodge 
and Rotary Club in Lim a, but gave 
them 
up 
soon 
after 
coming 
to 
Washington C.H. because he felt he did 
not have the time to take an active part 
in their affairs. However, he did retain 
his membership in the Presbyterian 
Church, which he transferred to the 
First Presbyterian Church when he 
came here. 
H E IS survived by his wfie, Ruby 
Nelle Dollison Rochester, 634 Albin 
Ave., and several cousins. He was the 
son of John and Jennie Rochester, of 
Logan.

Rochester had been grooming Mike 
Flynn to take over his desk. He came to 
The Record-Herald as the sports editor 
soon after his graduation from McClain 
High School in Greenfield and about a 
year ago advanced to city editor.

statistics 
prove grim 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Grim 
statistics relating to the uncontrolled 
use of high-sulfur coal in industry and 
power plants have been reported to the 
Ohio 
Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency (EPA) as it studies new air 
quality standards. 
Dr. John Finklea, research center 
director for the federal EPA, said the 
junking of national clean air standards 
could result in 100-250 more deaths a 
year, more illness among youngsters 
and severe health problems for older 
persons. 
Although the Ohio EPA has adopted 
sulfur dioxide limits more strict than 
federal standards, it is trying to 
determine what modifications may be 
needed for the Ohio power industry 
because of its reliance on high-sulfur 
coal as a basic fuel to generate elec­ 
tricity. 
Finklea said federal studies indicate 
uncontrolled sulfur dioxide pollution in 
Ohio could result in: 
-B etw een 
250,000 and 400,000 
additional “asthmatic episodes” each 
year, or about two or three additional 
attacks per asthmatic. 
—Acute difficulties during 68 days of 
the year for older Ohioans with heart or 
lung diseases. 
—An additional 150,000 to 300,000 
cases of acute lower respiratory 
diseases in children ages 12 and under, 
an increase of about one severe illness 
each year for every fourth child. 
—Symptoms of chronic lung disease 
developing in an estimated 40,000 to 
60,000 Ohioans after several years of 
uncontrolled sulfate pollution. 
Finklea told the EPA the statistics 
“are not estimates given to you as 
precise figures, but to give you the 
magnitude of the health problems with 
which you are dealing.” 


Ohio ranks lowest in terms of tax 
burden placed on industry and per 
capita taxes paid by individuals 
compared with 
31 major industrial 
states, according to an independent 
study conducted for the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Economic and Community 
Development. 


The 
tootlers, 
says 
an 
AFM 
spokesman, have been “withholding 
their services” from the three net­ 
works and some production companies 
since April 30, when the union’s two- 
year pacts with the firms expired. 
As millions of “ Tonight” show 
viewers know, ifs the reason Johnny 
Carson hasn’t been kidding the boys in 
the band of late. 
They aren’t there, but neither are 
they and their colleagues out picketing 
in the first AFM strike against the 
networks since 1968. No strike lines 
have been set up. 
The 
reason, 
says 
the 
AFM 
spokesman, is that “ we’re only 
withholding services for people who do 
not sign the new contract. 
“Now, if an independent producer 
signs the contract and does his show at 
a network facility—it happens all the 
time— we’re not going to put up a 
picket line to keep that guy out of there. 
“We want him to use our people 
under our contracts. We can’t put up a 
picket line only to take it down when he 
goes in, then put it back up when he 
leaves. That’s ridiculous.” 
An end to the 24-day-old dispute with 
the networks isn’t in sight, he says. He 
said joint talks with them broke off 
shortly before the strike began, none 
have been held since and none are 
scheduled. 
Spokesmen for the networks declined 
to comment on what AFM says are the 
key issues in the dispute — a ban on so­ 
called “runaway” overseas recording 
for certain network shows and “equal 
pay” provisions. 
Regarding the first, the AFM 
spokesman said the union wants all 
original scores for domestic shows the 
networks own or control recorded in 
either the United States or Canada by 
the union’s members. 
However, he said he had no figures on 
hand to show how much of that 
recording now is done overseas and 
whether it has significantly increased 
in recent years. 
The second demand, he said, would 
require the networks to pay as much as 
outside producers for m usicians’ 
overtime, holiday work, labors on daily 
shows and for those called on to 
“double,” or play more than one in­ 
strument during a show. 
The spokesman declined to say how 
much this would be, but said the net­ 
works were given more favorable rates 
than outside producers during the era 
of network “ house bands,” staff 
musicians who were paid each week 
whether they played or not. 
But under the last contract, all 
network music staffs were phased out 
as of Jan. 31. And, the AFM official 
says, “we take the position the net­ 
works should meet the same condi­ 
tions” as outside producers.

Limits on hot pursuit 


A n o t h e r V i e w 


A persistent question about law 
enforcement practices is raised 
again by a tragic episode in Los 
Angeles. The question is: At what 
point should the police abandon hot 
pursuit in a heavily populated area? 
The incident cited had to do with a 
100-mile-an-hour police chase of 
youthful drag racers 
through 
residential streets. At one point a 
police car engaged in pursuit 
smashed into a wholly uninvolved 
car and killed a nine-year-old boy. A 
short time later other patrol cars 


caught up with one of the drag 
racers; the other escaped. 
Was it worth it? Is a boy’s life a 
fair exchange for the capture of a 
drag racer? On the face of it, the 
answer is clearly in the negative; no 
one could reasonably argue that 
bringing a speedster to book, 
however great his potential for harm 
to others may have been, out­ 
weighed a human life. 
The difficulty, of course, is that the 
police have no means of knowing 
when hot pursuit may bring such a 
tragedy. There is always a chance, 


but law enforcement would be 
seriously crippled if the police could 
act only when there was clearly no 
danger of harm 
to 
innocent 
bystanders. 
It is essentially a question 
depending on circumstances in a 
given case. One always comes back 
to that. It is a matter of weighing 
risks to the innocent against the 
potential harm of letting suspects 
escape. The answer to the problem 
may lie in stricter guidelines for 
police. That might somewhat lessen 
the danger of harm to the innocent.

WASHINGTON — If any proof were 
needed, we have seen once again the 
tragedy of three million Israelis

THE SOVIETS are sending arms into 
the Middle East to match the American 
shipments. The danger is of a greatly 
enlarged war. That danger is very real 
at the moment in the aftermath of 
Maalot and the reprisal raids. 
Reports out of Moscow say that the 
Soviets have agreed to supply Libya 
with advanced arms. This coincides 
with the visit of Libyan Prime Minister 
Abdel Salaam Jallud. As a sign of the 
importance attached to his visit, Jallud 
was met at the airport by Soviet 
Premier Alexei Kosygin. 
To put advanced weapons in the 
hands of the Libyan dictator, Mummar 
Khadafi, is the height of recklessness, 
ladafi is bent on preventing any s 
iaceful settlement in the Middle East. 
Out of his oil revenue of more than $1 
billion a year from Western Europe, he 
is reported to be financing the more 
extremist Palestinian groups. 
The reprisal raids have put President 
Anwar Sadat of Egypt as an ally of 
Kissinger in a different if not 
dangerous position. Isolation in the 
Arab world aroused to new fanaticism 
could put an end to his support of the 
American peace effort if not indeed an 
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end to Sadat. Khadafi was reportedly 
the trigger man behind a recent at­ 
tempt to assassinate the Egyptian 
president. 
In the past, there has been discussion 
of an American guarantee of Israel in 
the event of an attack. Such a proposal 
came from Sen. J. William Fulbright, 
D-Ark., chairm an of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. The 
guarantee would be part of a general 
settlement that would be underwritten 
in the U.N. Security Council. 


FULBRIGHT is poison to the Zionists 
who fault him for opposing continuing 
arms shipments. They also took a dim 
view of the “even-handed” policy of 
Secretary of State William P. Rogers, 
Kissinger's predecessor. The Rogers 
Plan called for only modifications in a 
return to the borders before the 1967 
war. 
Kissinger has at least flirted with the 
idea of a military guarantee for Israel 
along the lines of the Fulbright 
proposal. The two have had a close 
working relationship. 
But the threat of a holocaust in the

Middle East cannot be ignored. Two 
Arab states are said to possess missiles 
with a range of a hundred miles — in 
easy reach of Tel Aviv and Jerusalem. 
Israel, too, is widely believed to have a 
nuclear weapon. Here is a prescription 
for Armageddon that is unlikely to be 
confined to the Middle East. Appeals to 
reason, to humanity, are of no avail. 
The madmen capable of Maalot and the 
atrocities that have preceded it are 
beyond such appeals. As they have 
shown, they are quite capable of 
destroying themselves if they can wipe 
out any hope of stability and peace that 
includes the state of Israel. 
The refugee camps in Lebanon are 
festering sores policed by the Fedayeen 
and therefore centers of Palestinian 
radicalism. 
But they also contain women and 
children who have committed no other 
crime than to have been born in an 
alien environment and subject to the 
incessant propaganda about their 
rights to return to their homeland of 
Palestine. If another Maalot is almost 
certain, so are other reprisal raids and 
the ghastly cycle has no end.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Almost 
every weekday for four years, Rae 
Zeeman has worked without pay at the 
White House, addressing envelopes, 
answering the telephone and clipping 
newspapers. 
Mrs. Zeeman is a White House 
volunteer, one of 250 women who 
regularly give up a day or two a week to 
work for President Nixon. Volunteering 
every day, as Mrs. Zeeman does, is the 
exception. On an average day, she has 
12 to 15 assistants. 
Despite the President’s Watergate 
troubles, Mrs. Zeeman says her loyalty 
hasn’t wavered. 
“I believe in him,” she said. “I’ve 
read the transcripts, and I fully believe 
he’s done nothing impeachable. A few 
things he didn’t speak of soon enough.... 
But I’m just as much for him now as I 
was in the 1948 (Senate) campaign and 
when he ran with Eisenhower in 1952.” 
Mrs. Warren Cannon of Bethesda, 
Md., said she often works two days a 
week at the White House “because I’m 
a registered Republican, and I like 
President Nixon and his policies. I 
wouldn’t miss a day coming in.” 
It’s hardly the glamorous offices that 
attract volunteers, mostly housewives 
from the Washington area. Many of 
them work in a cramped, windowless 
office in the attic of the Executive 
Office Building, next door to the White 
House. 
The woman in charge of the volun­ 
teers is Anne Higgins, a 34-year-old 
New Yorker who said she has worked 
for Nixon since taking a secretarial job 
with his New York law firm nine years 
ago. 
“No matter what the attitude of 


people calling, it’s important to me that 
there be someone responsive here to 
listen,” she said. 
Mrs. Higgins, who says her husband 
converted her from being a registered 
Democrat to a Republican after she 
supported President John F. Kennedy, 
said the volume of letters and phone 
calls is heaviest after a presidential 
speech, a press conference or an im­ 
portant news event. 
She said the White House received 
7,000 letters about Nixon’s April 29 
speech, in which he announced he 
would make public the edited tran­ 
scripts of his Watergate conversations. 
And, in the two-week period ending 
May 7, the White House received 4,500 
letters supporting the President but not 
mentioning the speech and 500 ex­ 
pressing dissatisfaction, she said. 
Mrs. Higgins said she knows of no 
White House volunteers who have quit 
because they became disillusioned with 
the President over the Watergate 
scandal. 
‘The only thing they say is they’re 
fighting for the President,” she said. 
“They’re working harder than ever.”

NEW YORK — Young newlyweds 
concerned about their environment will 
be happy to know that they one day 
may have a home built, in part, with a 
new 
generation 
of construction 
materials containing recycled glass 
from used jars and bottles. 
The Glass Container Manufacturers 
Institute currently is investigating a 
process for making bricks from 
reclaimed bottle glass. The bricks are 
made to such exact dimensions that 
they can be glued effectively instead of 
; being set in mor^ar, ^ ^ ^ 
Tomorrow’s home also may contain 
glass wool insulation made by salvaged 
bottles. The attractiveness of the den, 
library and living room may be 
enhanced by decorative wall and 
ceiling panels made in part from finely 
crushed glass containers. 
The bathroom floors may be covered 
with a new kind of terrazzo tile con­ 
taining bits and pieces of multi-colored 
bottle glass instead of marble chips. It 
weighs less per square foot than con­ 
ventional ceramic tile, and can be laid 
more quickly. 
A West Coast university is ex­ 
perimenting 
with 
synthethetic 
“ lumber” consisting of 90 to 95 per cent 
reclaimed bottle glass and 5 to IO per 
cent 
powered, 
dehydrated 
cow 


manure. The material is odorless and 
sanitary. It can be formed into planks 
and panels and can be sawed and 
nailed like wood. 
Outside tomorrow’s house the 
driveway may be paved with glasphalt, 
an 
experimental 
new 
blacktop 
material containing crushed glass 
aggregate instead of limestone. 
Millions of old jars and bottles have 
been recycled into glasphalt and ap­ 
plied in almost 20 cities in the U.S. and 
Canada. 
Crushed glass used as mulch in 
flower beds around the house will 
contribute to the healthy growth of 
plants and shrubs. 
Bricks, building blocks, wall panels, 
insulation, terrazzo tile and other 
construction materials made from 
salvaged glass already have been 
made under laboratory conditions, 
according to glass industry spokesmen.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - An of­ 
ficial of the Ohio Vietnam Veterans 
Bonus Commission said Wednesday the 
bonuses are not taxable by any level of 
government.

Urge help 
for senior 
citizens 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A U.S. 
Department of Labor official has urged 
delegates to the Governor’s conference 
on Aging to organize and use political 
muscle to advance the situation of 
senior citizens. 
Charles Odell, former director of the 
older and retired workers program of 
the United Auto Workers, told con­ 
ferees Wednesday that “an organized 
coalition can be heard widely at the 
ballot box.” 
Conference delegates agreed in­ 
formally to form a coalition to lobby in 
the Ohio General Assembly. 
The 400 delegates approved a host of 
formal resolutions including: 
—A request for $10 million in interest- 
free loans for grants to older people for 
home rehabilitation. 
—Support for a bill setting aside $4.2 
million for free transportation for the 
elderly and urging allocation of funds 
for rural transportation for older 
people. 
--Support for bills allowing use of 
county funds for senior citizens’ 
programs, establishing a state housing 
finance agency and defining landlord 
tenant rights. 
—A request to the federal govern­ 
ment to lift its freeze on federal housing 
funds. 
Earlier Wednesday, Gov. John J.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Yacht racing 
usually conjures up pictures of white 
water and flying spray. But camera 
crews recorded brown sand and flying 
stones when they filmed a I,-500-mile 
“sail”acro8s the Sahara Desert last 
summer by land yachts from eight 
countries. 
Speeding over the western Sahara 
with triangular sails taut in the breeze, 
the one-man craft often race on only 
two of their three tires as steeply 
canting hulls lifted one wheel high in 
the air. 
The helmeted yachtsmen maintain a 
precarious balance by deft handling of 
two steering wheels: one to maneuver 
the vehicle’s front wheel, the other to 
trim its brightly colored mainsail. 
For their month-long journey, land 
yahts from Begium, Canada, France, 
Great Britain, the Netherlands, 
Poland, the United States and West 
Germany set out from Tindouf in 
southern Algeria, once a stop for 
caravans traveling the old trade route 
to Timbuktu. 
Though the light craft can go up to 60 
miles an hour, alternate stretches of 
undulating sand hills and patches of 
hazardous rock and loose stones 
frequently cut their speed in half. 


Pokorny, a 36-year-old chaplain to 
Lutheran students at Gallaudet College 
in Washington, said the opportunity to 
develop rock gospel came in 1969 when 
the college asked him to form a 
program of signal, or sign language, 
poetry. 
"I said ‘no’ to this,’’ he added, “but 
yes to music — on the deaf man’s 
terms. 
“Usually, schools for the deaf have 
rhythm bands and teachers place deaf 
children’s hands on the piano, but it’s 
always on the hearing man’s terms,” 
he argued. “ Rock gospel approaches 
music differently; this is music on the 
deaf man’s terms.” 
THE ROCK GOSPEL show consists 
of a rock band, The Sons of Thunder, 
who back Pokorny and the three others 
who sign the words while the lead 
singer performs for the sake of the 
hearing audience. 
Lights, a screen and audience par­ 
ticipation highlight the show. 
Tile concert, sponsored by Roman 
Catholic, Jewish and Protestant 
churches and agencies concerned with 
the deaf, features religious standards 
such as “ Amazing Grace,” as well as 
rock tunes such as “ I Can See Clearly 
Now’’ and “ I Believe in Music,” and 
several original compositions. 


To the hearing person, perhaps the 
most interesting segment of the show 
was the four-part round of “ Rock My 
Soul” in sign, with three groups signing 
different verses as the fourth kept up 
the beat. Each group followed one of 
the signers on stage as the band played 
the tune, giving the nonhearing 
audience the proper vibrations. 
TO ACHIEVE the desired emphasis, 
Pokorny choreographs each sign 
movement to the particular tune. 
“ A deaf person can feel vibrations of 
rock music just as a hearing person 
can, and these vibrations intermingled 
with rhythm in signing give the deaf 
person the idea of music,” explained 
the Rev. Msgr. John P. Hourihan, 
pastor of St. John’s and Archdiocesan 
apostolate of the deaf 
To illustrate this, 
the 
Msgr. 
Hourihan gave an example of con­ 
versation : 
“ When one signs in conversation, as 
in vocal conversation, there is no 
common rhythm, but in song there is a 
rhythm that all the vocalists adhere to. 
The rock vibrations furnish the rhythm 
the deaf person needs to signal a song.” 
POKORNY said he first became 
interested in the deaf in 1959 when the 
Rev. C. Roland Gerholdt, minister of 
Newark’s St. Michael’s Lutheran 


Church for the Deaf, visited Concordia 
College in Bronxville, N.Y., where he 
was a student. 
"Rev. Gerholdt brought two deaf 
people with him and they told us hotf 
much they appreciated people who took 
the time to learn sign,” he said. “That 
did it.” 
In the late 1950b, the Brooklyn-born 
Pokorny was in seminary training at 
St. Michael’s under the Rev. Gerholdt 
direction. Gerholdt commented that he 
“ knew that someday Dan would put to 
use his gift of drama — in some way he 
would preach the message to the deaf 
— but I just didn’t know how.” 
IT WAS THEN that he adopted a 
technique of interpreting movie 
dialogue into sign language, using a 
black light and white fluorescent 
gloves. 
After his ordination in 1961, Pokorny 
began 
work 
with 
the 
deaf 
in 
Indianapolis, where he gained national 
prominence by using his black light 
technique to interpret the movie “ King 
of Kings.” 
Pokorny said the next step for the 
ensemble was to find some kind of 
funding on a permanent basis to 
enlarge the Rock Gospel activities 
At present the group is slated for 
several West Coast dates.

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Strauss says Ford orchestrated' 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Democratic 
National Committee Chairman Robert 
S. Strauss accused Vice President 
Gerald R. Ford Wednesday of being 
fickle to his former congressional 
colleagues. 
“It would be amusing, really, to 
watch Vice President Ford being or­ 
chestrated,” Strauss said in a speech to 
a small gathering of Ohio Democrats 
here. 
Strauss said Ford is being or­ 
chestrated “on the one hand by those 
who advise him, and on the other, by 
the White House; each going in dif­ 
ferent directions, each getting him to 
spout the line of the day and forgetting 
the line of yesterday.” 
For example, Strauss said, four 
weeks ago Ford labeled the U.S. House 
of Representatives a “do-nothing 
Congress.” 
“This week he’s running about 
talking about a legislative dic­ 
tatorship,” said Strauss. 


“In 1972 he was campaigning for a 
Congress that would give its total 
support to the President while today he 
worries about one that might be veto- 
proof,” said Strauss. 
“And just 24 hours ago, in a quiet 
meeting with former members of 
Congress, he had the nerve to say to 
them that he has more respect for the 
Congress today than he did when he 
served in it. What line will we hear 
from the Vice President tomorrow?” 
asked Strauss. 
Ford relinquished his Republican 
congressional seat in Michigan when he 
was picked as vice president. 
Strauss also reiterated to the 
seminar of Ohio Democrats who are 
seeking congressional seats that there 
should be no call for the President to 
resign over Watergate. 
“Let’s not call for the resignation of 
Richard; let’s press for a fair and 
honorable and lawful constitutional 
response to this whole mess and let the

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP)— Leaders 
of an opposition faction within the Ohio 
AFL-CIO exuded confidence Wed­ 
nesday as their showdown with 
President Frank W. King approached.

Delegates have nominated 69 can­ 
didates for 34 vice president posts, 
which, with the offices of president and 
secretary-treasurer, make up the 
executive board.

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Perspective State eyes make-work plans

Housing market has new setback

NEW YORK (AP) - While the future 
of housing may already seem as forlorn 
as an abandoned cellar excavation, still 
another dismal report has been issued 
by an important mortgage banker. 
The nearly impossible situation faced 
by the industry is exemplified by a 
massive outflow of funds from mort­ 
gage lenders, by 
rising 
mortgage 
rates, and by materials costs that are 
rising at an unpredictably swift rate. 
But a report by Advance Mortgage 
Corp. of Detroit suggests that still 
another factor adds to the pummeling 
being administered to housing. In spite 
of pay increases, that is, customers are 
literally unable to buy. 
Advance Mortgage summarized the 
predicament this way: “Home-buying 
costs have been rising some 3 4 times 
as fast as their customers’ income." 
This indicates that, even if they can 
borrow, many customers won’t do so. 
“In the past 12 months,” the report 
continues, “average new home prices 
have increased at least 18 per cent, and 
mortgage interest rates on a 90 per cent 
mortgage are now in the range of 9 4 
per cent where usury laws permit, 
compared to 8V4 per cent a year ago. 
“That adds up to a 28 per cent in­ 
crease in the monthly payments on a 
typical home mortgage — compared to 
an 8 per cent increase in average 
personal income.” 
And the sales prices might go higher 
still. Irving Rose, president of Advange 
Mortgage, a subsidiary of the First 
National City Corp., notes that while 


raw land costs have leveled off, total 
development costs have risen. 
Cost 
increases 
are 
said 
to 
be 
especially severe in petroleum based 
components such as asphalt paving and 
shingles and plastic pipe, and metal 
items such as sewer pipes and rein­ 
forcing bars. 
"Builders are complaining they don’t 
know what their houses will cost,” Rose 


relates. 
“In Florida, some single­ 
family home builders are completing 
entire tracts in advance of any attempt 
to sell so they will know their complete 
costs before setting a price. Others are 
pre-selling 
but 
with

clauses.” 
Advance Mortgage concludes: “The 
housing recovery projected for this 
year has died in its cradle.” 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Ohio’s 
General Assembly is being asked to 
take up the slack in a sagging federal 
program by seeking on its own to put 
welfare recipients into productive jobs. 
House Minority Leader Charles F 
Kurfess, R-83 Perrysburg, and several 
other legislators have introduced a bill 
that would place welfare clients on the 
public payroll. 
It would work something like the 
federal Work Incentive Program , 
which has been sharply curtailed as a 
result of cutbacks in federal funds. 
Kurfess explained that the state 
would partially finance jobs created 
specifically for welfare clients for a 
period of five years. The jobs could be 
created within any agency of state 
government. 
During the first three years, the 
employing agency would be reim­ 
bursed by the Bureau of Employment 
Services for 75 per cent of the salary 
paid, or $400 a month, whichever was 
the lesser. 
In the fourth year, the agency would 
get 50 per cent, or $300, and in the fifth 
year, 25 per cent, or $200, whichever is 
the lesser, Kurfess said. 
The minority leader said the idea of 
the 
program 
was 
to 
provide 
op­ 
portunities to welfare families who 
otherwise might remain on relief rolls 
indefinitely. 
Kurfess 
conceded 
that 
the 
vast 
majority of welfare funds go for Aid to 
Dependent Children, but said that 
finding a job for the parent or parents 
of such children “will take the children 
off the welfare roles.” 
Kurfess estimated $3,600 as the cost 
of each job created. He envisioned as 
many as 4,000 jobs in the first year of 
the program’s operations, and said 
such an effort would cost the state $14.4 
million. 
The former GOP House speaker said 
he would seek the support of majority 
House Democrats on the basis of an 
existing surplus of 1973-1975 revenues. 
“The money is available,” he said. 
Under his bill, public employment 
career positions would be made 
avanaoie to individuals who have been 
on Aid to Dependent Children or 


General Relief for at least six months. 
They must have been classified as 
employable by their county welfare 
department and could not be diverted 
from any welfare training program in 
which they already were enrolled. 


Kurfess said the new positions would 
be included in the civil service system 
where appropriate and the employe 
would not be subject to competitive 
examination during the first six months 
of employment.

their power to keep the cost down to the 
patient and Fayette M emorial Hospital 
is no exception. 
“ In the past years, we have had one 
of the lowest room rates in Central 
Ohio. This is, both, good and bad. Good 
from the standpoint of the patient, but 
bad in revenue input to the hospital,” 
Kunz noted.

F ebruary 1974, the patient’s average 
length of stay was 6.09 days while the

"Why? 
Because of excellent m edical care, 
quality physicians and hospital em ­ 
ployes who c a re ,” Kunz pointed out. 
“ What all of this boils down to is that 
no m atter how hard we try to provide 
quality m edical care at the best price, 
inflation and the governm ent are going 
to effect the cost,” Kunz said. To 
em phasize this point even m ore, since 
Jan. 1974, to the present tim e, the 
hospital has experienced price in­ 
creases, from their supplies, in eleven 
areas. These increases have ranged 
from 5 per cent to as high as 67 per cent. 
“ We have had to pay m ore for the 
products needed, but were controlled 
as to the cost that we could pass on to 
the patient. Out of these ll price in­ 
creases, for exam ple, our intravenous 
solutions increased 17 per cent,” Kunz 
rem arked. The net result of this is the 
elim ination of needed working capital 
to operate the hospital.

Although initially this will have little 
effect, but by 1975, it is going to cause 
hospital costs to rise even higher.

This program has 
been in effect for the past four years 
and will rem ain in effect for many 
m ore years. “ We are doing everything 
possible to keep costs down through

Let’s assume you’re East and 
partner leads the six of spades, 
dummy following low. When 
you win with the ace and South 
produces the five, there arises 
the question of what to do next.

This is 
not exactly a Herculean task, 
since the Rule of Eleven tells 


you that South has another 
spade higher than the she and 
common sense tells you that it 
must be the jack, ten or nine. It 
cannot be the king, fen* your 
partner would surely have led 
the jack from the J-HMML3, not 
the six. 
It is clear that you must play 
a club at trick two — before 
declarer can establish the 
queen of spades as a trick — and 
the only real problem is which 
club to lead. 
If you return the four, South 
makes the contract by playing 
low from his hand. Note that 
declarer is sim ilarly successful 
if you return the queen, which 
South wins with the ace. Only 
the ten return stops declarer. 
He must then lose two spades 
and two clubs, whatever he 
does, and go down one. 
The ten play is easy enough to 
justify 
if 
you 
make 
the 
reasonable assumption that 
partner must have the king or 
ace of clubs for the contract to 
be defeated. 
You lead the ten to trap 
declarer’s assumed jack, and at 
the same time neutralize 
dummy’s

has the A-K-x of clubs your ploy 
will not succeed, but in that case 
nothing else would succeed 
either.

Low Calorie Drinks are Safe 


Even in warm weather my 
hands become black and blue 
when I dip them in water. In 
cold weather it’s worse. I’ve 
had it for a long time, but now it 
really worries me.

Dear Mr. H.: 
The first thought that occurs 
to me is that you may have one 
of the vascular disorders 
associated with spasms of the 
small arteries that go to the 
hands and feet. 
Raynaud’s disease is one of 
the conditions associated with 
vasospasm of the arteries. 
Blanching and blueness of the 
skin, 
and 
numbness 
and 
tingling, are characteristic of 
this condition. 
Tobacco may not necessarily 
he the cause for this con­ 
striction of the blood vessels; 
but certainly adds considerably 
to the problem. Nicotine con­ 
stricts the blood vessels, and 
must be eliminated completely. 
Numerous drugs and some 
surgical procedures are used 
for advanced cases of con­ 
ditions similar to and related to 
Raynaud’s.

Want ticks 
collected 
and mailed 


W A SH IN G TO N 
( A P )

The 
Agriculture Department wants cattle 
producers to search their animals for 
ticks and then mail the little creatures 
to a laboratory in Texas. 
Not that USDA is starting a new 
entomological zoo. It’s because one 
kind of tick threatens to spread cattle 
tick fever over a large portion of the 
United States unless the pests are cor­ 
nered and eliminated. 
The department’s Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service issued this 
advice Wednesday: “ Go catch a cattle 
tick. 
Save 
your 
cattle 
... 
Look 
especially on the shoulder and flank 
areas. And send all ticks to the State- 
Federal Laboratory, 702, Colorado St., 
Austin, Tex. 78701.” 
Cattle fever ticks, which once cost 
producers $40 million a year in animal 
losses, 
were 
eradicated 
from 
the 
United States in 1943. Some small out­ 
breaks occurred afterward, but the 
pests remained under control for the 
most part until August 1972. 
At that time, a severe outbreak oc­ 
curred in the area of Alice, Tex. A 
federal-state quarantine was imposed 
and control measures put into effect. 
No ticks have been found in the area 
since last February and officials are 
hopeful the quarantine can be lifted by 
next fall or sooner. 
Although the southern areas are most 
susceptible to the spread of fever ticks, 
officials say the pests can be carried 
into other regions if precautions are not 
followed. 
A permanent quarantine zone or 
barrier was established in 1941 along a 
500-mile front of the Rio Grande to 
prevent spread of the pests from Mexi­ 
co.

Within limits it is possible to 
anticipate the new anatomical 
shape of the nose. 
It is, however, impossible to 
predict the exact shape even 
when a sketch is prepared in 
advance. 
Special problems during the 
surgery, unusual configuration 
of the nasal bones, particularly 
wide bulbous cartilages at the 
tip of the nose, and the healing 
capacity of the individual affect 
the final result. 
Modem surgical techniques 
have improved thousands of 
noses, and made thousands of 
people happier.

Patty Hearst faces 
life imprisonment 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Patricia 
Hearst faces the possibility of life in 
prison as she is hunted as kidnap 
suspect rather than kidnap victim. 
In a further dramatic turnabout since 
her kidnaping . by the Symbionese 
Liberation Army Feb. 4, Los Angeles 
County Dist. Atty. Joseph Busch lodged 
19 felony charges against her Wed­ 
nesday. 
“ She faces life im prisonm ent,” 
Busch said. “In our opinion, Miss 
Hearst was acting on her own free 
will,” he said in outlining the charges, 
which included four counts of robbery, 
five of assault with a deadly weapon 
with intent to commit murder and two 
of kidnaping. They were filed against 
Miss Hearst and William and Emily 
Harris. 
Busch called again on the three to 
surrender, but expressed doubt that 
they would and said there would be “no 
deal.” He said he believed it was the 
first time a kidnap victim had become 
a kidnap suspect. 
Miss Hearst, 20-year-old coed and 
heiress to a publishing fortune, and the 
Harrises, a white couple who police say 
comprise the remnants of the SLA, 
were charged with 18 counts each. A 
19th charge, of aiding and abetting 
assault, was filed against Miss Hearst, 
and it raised the possibility that police 
believe she may not be with the Har­ 
rises. 
The assault charge accuses Miss 


Hearst of being with two black men 
who tried unsuccessfully to slash a Los 
Angeles landlady last Sunday when she 
denied the three a room. Some of the 
other alleged “sightings” of Miss 
Hearst have placed her with persons 
other than the Harrises, and an 18-year- 
old youth says he saw her leave a Los 
Angeles house last Thursday with two 
black men. It was that house where six 
SLA members died in a fiery shootout 
last Friday. 


Meanwhile, in San Francisco, a 
grand jury prepared to hear testimony 
today about an SLA bank robbery there 
and the kidnaping of Miss Hearst. Wit­ 
nesses were said to include Tom Dean 
Matthews; Patty’s mother, Catherine; 
and Steven Weed, the 27-year-old tutor 
she fell in love with in high school and 
was to marry this summer. 


Matthews, 18, reportedly told FBI 
agents that Miss Hearst said she fired 
30 rifle shots during a getaway from a 
sporting goods store last week. He said 
she and the Harrises kidnaped him, and 
said Miss Hearst told him she had 
willingly taken part in the bank rob­ 
bery and had joined the SLA of her own 
free will. 
The search for the three fugitives 
continued to center on Los Angeles, but 
FBI agents declined to be specific 
about leads.

Nixon-Jaworski 
feud continues

Nixon always has had trouble getting

with

prosecutors. 
He didn’t want one hired in the first 
place, yielding reluctantly after the 
scandals forced a staff and Cabinet 
shakeup. 
His firing of Archibald Cox stirred 
the first serious moves for im­ 
peachment. 
Now the White House is feuding with 
Leon Jaworski over who is boss. 
During the House impeachment 
inquiry the President cannot afford any 
renewal of the crisis that came when 
Cox went. 
Nixon’s spokesmen and lawyer say 
there has been no consideration of 
firing

cumstances now are similar to those 
that led the President to get rid of Cox. 
The central issue now, as then, is 
simple: Can the special prosecutor 
take the President to court when the 
President tells him not to? 
In each case, the controversy flared 
over the demands of the prosecutor for 
access to White House tape recordings 
the President said he would not yield.

presidential conversations, in defiance 
of Nixon’s instructions to drop the case 
and settle instead for summaries for 
the tapes. 
But three days later, on Oct. 23,1973, 
facing a wave of impeachment 
demands and an adverse public 
reaction, the President yielded and 
agreed to turn over the tapes. 
Within a week, arrangements had 
been made for a new special 
prosecutor. 
Now, up against another tapes 
controversy with Jaworski, Nixon’s 
lawyers say he is prepared to contest to 
the Supreme Court a subpoena for 
recordings of 64 conversations. 
Jaworski already has won in U.S. 
District Court. 
Jaworski complained there, and to 
the Senate Judiciary Committee, which 
backed him, about the contention of the

meeting for next week to deal with it. 
There was some talk of citing Nixon 
for contempt of Congress and of 
seeking court enforcement of the 
subpoena, but a majority appeared to 
favor taking the President’s action into 
account when considering whether he 
should be impeached. 
The committee staff has advised that 
it is proper to infer that anyone 
possessing and refusing to provide 
subpoenaed evidence is withholding 
material that could be incriminating. 
In a letter to Rodino saying he would 
not produce the tapes, Nixon said the 
committee’s request, and others it is 
getting ready to make, amount to “a 
massive invasion into the con­ 
fidentiality of presidential con­ 
versations.”

Judge demands Plumbers data 


WASHINGTON (AP) - New sub­ 
poenas for Watergate evidence have 
been fired at the White House, this time 
by two former members of President 
Nixon’s inner circle. 
The subpoenas were signed by U.S. 
District Court Judge Gerhard Gesell at 
the request of lawyers for John D. 
Ehrlichman, formerly Nixon’s chief 
domestic adviser, and Charles W. 
Colson, ex-presidential counselor. 
Gesell gave the White House until 2 
p.m. Friday to respond and said he 
would grant no more time. 
He added that the case might have to 
be dismissed if the government refuses 
to turn over evidence deemed , 
necessary for the trial. 
“If the court rules that material is 
relevant to the defense Of anyone 
charged” in the case and are not 
produced, “the prosecution ends,” 
Gesell said. 
The subpoenas include a demand for 
top secret documents connected with 
the 1971 Pentagon papers case. They 
also ask for personal papers left at the 
White House by Colson and Eh­ 
rlichman. 
The latest subpoenas were issued in 
connection with the plumbers case, 
scheduled for trial in Gesell’s court 
Sept. 9. 
Ehrlichman, Colson and three other 
defendants are charged in the break-in 
at the California offices of Dr. Lewis 
Fielding, psychiatrist of Daniel 
Ellsberg, who leaked the Pentagon pa­ 
pers on U.S. involvement in the Viet­ 
nam war. 
Among the subpoenaed papers was a 
damage assessment submitted under 
seal to the Supreme Court in the 
Pentagon papers case. Top secret por­ 
tions of these files have never been 
publicly disclosed. 
Earlier Wednesday, Gesell had said 
he would not allow the government to 
withhold material from the trial on a 
claim of executive privilege. 


The White House has retained some 
of the papers of staffers who left during 
the Watergate controversy and 
referred to them as presidential 
papers. 
Ehrlichman and Colson had com­ 
plained that preparation of their 
defense was hindered by the fact that 
access to their papers still at the White 
House was limited. 
“I don’t recognize any executive 
privilege,” Gesell said in a hearing on 
pretrial motions in the case. If anything 
is relevant and material, it is going to 
be produced by the United States. 
“There is not going to be executive 
privilege or national security,” the 
judge said. “We must proceed with 
what is relevant in this case. I am not

WITH THAT interest in young 
people, he decided to become a teacher 
after his graduation in 1926 from Logan 
High School. He entered Ohio State 
University, where he played clarinet in 
the marching band before it became an 
all brass organization.

Ohio Senate eyes end to sovereign immunity 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — State 
senators turn their attention today to a 
bill that would make Ohio subject to 
lawsuits, taking away a time worn im­ 
munity that dates back to the crowned 
heads of old Europe. 
Up for a vote is a House-passed 
proposal that .would do away with the 
slow and unwieldy Sundry Gaims 
Board and establish a State Court Of 
Claims to hear suits against the state 
which presently cannot be sued. 
Advocates of the legislation, of which 
Rep. Robert A. Nader, D-55 Warren, is 
the chief sponsor, say it will bring 
justice faster to those injured through 
the state’s negligence. 
Under the present system, such 
victims must file claims with the 
layman-oriented claims boards which 
makes recommendations to the legisla­ 
ture for final approval. The envisioned 
new court of judges would operate 
outside legislative scrutiny, as other 
existing courts do. 
“This bill would end the notion that 
the king can do no wrong, and therefore 


can’t be sued,” said Rep. Alan E. Nor­ 
ris, R-27 Westerville, a co-sponsor. 
Meanwhile, House Speaker Pro Tern 
Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New Boston, 
says he sees “little chance” that the 
House will reconsider it’s Wednesday 
decision to kill an omnibus bill that 
would have created more than three 
dozen new judgeships throughout the 
state. 
Riffe was instrumental in getting 
approval of a floor amendment that 
saved about 500 mayors’ courts in Ohio. 
They would have been abolished by the 
bill as it went to its hostile reception on 
the floor. 
But after deletion of that con­ 
troversial proposal—by a vote of 57- 
35—the House rejected the entire 
package. The vote on the bill itself was 
52-38 with 
66—or a 
two-thirds 
majority—required for legislation that 
creates new courts. 
The long-debated bill would have 
established new municipal courts in 
Wadsworth and New Philadelphia and 
added from 38 to 43 new judges 


elsewhere, at various stages of com­ 
mittee and floor deliberations. 
Riffe said, and Minority Leader 
Charles F. Kurfess, R-83 Perrysburg 
added his agreement, that most of the 
members simply didn’t like the idea of 
linking new judgeships with the 
mayors’ courts proposal which has 
been killed at every session for the past 
10 years. 
Riffe was one of the most outspoken 
opponents of those seeking to abolish 
mayors courts, maintaining that in his 
own county of Scioto and elsewhere, the 
existing municipal courts would be 
unable 
to 
handle 
the 
mayors’ 
caseloads. 
Rep. Richard Finan, R-19 Cincinnati, 
said mayors’ courts last year in 
Hamilton County handled 105,000 cases 
that otherwise would have gone to the 
municipal courts. 
Finan 
offered

amendment that would have retained 
mayors’ 
courts 
but 
permitted 
municipal judges to assign referees to 
hear their cases. On a motion by Riffe, 


his amendment was tabled by a vote of 
62-28. 
In other developments, Robert 
Tenenbaum, Gov. John J. Gilligan’s 
press secretary, said the governor is 
expected to sign into law a bill that 
restores Ohio’s regulation and control 
of abortions. 
The House concurred 65-31 Wed­ 
nesday in Senate amendments to the 
bill allowing abortions but spelling out 
responsibilities of physicians, to whom 
the operations would be restricted. 
Some lawmakers predicted at least 
part of it will fail to meet constitutional 
tests, namely one provision that out­ 
laws the use of public funds to pay for 
an abortion. 
Ohio’s old law prohibiting abortions, 
except in cases where the life of the 
mother was threatened, was struck 
down by a decision of the U.S. Supreme 
dourt 17 months ago. Ohio has had no 
law since, and sponsors of the new law

Although the newspaper was his life, 
he had other interests to which he 
devoted much time and research. A 
student of the C ivil W ar (and he was 
considered somewhat of an authority 
on the subject), he had accumulated an 
extensive library on the C ivil W ar; he 
and his wife, Ruby Nelle, made many 
trips to the battlefields, not just as 
mere tourists for a superficial look, but 
to study them intim ately.

In other action, the House defeated a 
motion to reconsider a previously- 
beaten bill that would have outlawed

Sponsoring Rep. John A. Galbraith, 
R-69 Maumee, was able to muster only 
a 39-50 vote to reconsider the bill which 
went down in the House April 3 by a 45-

The bill would have prohibited sale or 
manufacture of cheap weapons that 
have less than three-inch barrels, melt 
at 800 degrees Fahrenheit, and 
generally are priced in the $20 to $25 
range.

Dirty air 
statistics 
prove grim 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Grim 
statistics relating to the uncontrolled 
use of high-sulfur coal in industry and 
power plants have been reported to the 
Ohio 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency (EPA) as it studies new air 
quality standards. 
Dr. John Finklea, research center 
director for the federal EPA, said the 
junking of national clean air standards 
could result in 100-250 more deaths a 
year, more illness among youngsters 
and severe health problems for older 
persons. 
Although the Ohio EPA has adopted 
sulfur dioxide limits more strict than 
federal standards, it is trying to 
determine what modifications may be 
needed for the Ohio power industry 
because of its reliance on high-sulfur 
coal as a basic fuel to generate elec­ 
tricity. 
Finklea said federal studies indicate 
uncontrolled sulfur dioxide pollution in 
Ohio could result in: 
-Between 250,000 and 400,000 
additional “asthmatic episodes” each 
year, or about two or three additional 
attacks.per asthmatic. 
—Acute difficulties during 68 days of 
the year for older Ohioans with heart or 
lung diseases. 
—An additional 150,000 to 300,000 
cases of acute lower respiratory 
diseases in children ages 12 and under, 
an increase of about one severe illness 
each year for every fourth child. 
—Symptoms of chronic lung disease 
developing in an estimated 40,000 to 
60,000 Ohioans after several years of 
uncontrolled sulfate pollution. 
Finklea told the EPA the statistics 
“are not estimates given to you as 
precise figures, but to give you the 
magnitude of the health problems with 
which you are dealing.” 


Ohio ranks lowest in terms of tax 
burden placed on industry and per 
capita taxes paid by individuals 
compared with 
31 major industrial 
states, according to an independent 
study conducted for the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Economic and Community 
Development.

AFM 
spokesman, have been “withholding 
their services” from the three net­ 
works and some production companies 
since April 30, when the union’s two- 
year pacts with the firms expired. 
As millions of “Tonight” show 
viewers know, it’s the reason Johnny 
Carson hasn’t been kidding the boys in 
the band of late. 
They aren’t there, but neither are 
they and their colleagues out picketing 
in the first AFM strike against the 
networks since 1968. No strike lines 
have been set up. 
The 
reason, 
says 
the 
AFM 
spokesman, is that “we’re only 
withholding services for people who do 
not sign the new contract. 
“Now, if an independent producer 
signs the contract and does his show at 
a network facility—it happens all the 
time— we’re not going to put up a 
picket line to keep that guy out of there. 
“We want him to use our people 
under our contracts. We can’t put up a 
picket line only to take it down when he 
goes in, then put it back up when he 
leaves. That’s ridiculous.” 
An end to the 24-day-old dispute with 
the networks isn’t in sight, he says. He 
said joint talks with them broke off 
shortly before the strike began, none 
have been held since and none are 
scheduled. 
Spokesmen for the networks declined 
to comment on what AFM says are the 
key issues in the dispute — a ban on so­ 
called “runaway” overseas recording 
for certain network shows and “equal 
pay” provisions. 
Regarding the first, the AFM 
spokesman said the union wants all 
original scores for domestic shows the 
networks own or control recorded in 
either the United States or Canada by 
the union’s members. 
However, he said he had no figures on 
hand to show how much of that 
recording now is done overseas and 
whether it has significantly increased 
in recent years. 
The second demand, he said, would 
require the networks to pay as much as 
outside producers for musicians’ 
overtime, holiday work, labors on daily 
shows and for those called on to 
“double,” or play more than one in­ 
strument during a show. 
The spokesman declined to say how 
much this would be, but said the net­ 
works were given more favorable rates 
than outside producers during the era 
of network “house bands,” staff 
musicians who were paid each week 
whether they played or not. 
But under the last contract, all 
network music staffs were phased out 
as of Jan. 31. And, the AFM official 
says, “we take the position the net­ 
works should meet the same condi­ 
tions” as outside producers.

Limits on hot pursuit

A persistent question about law 
enforcement practices is raised 
again by a tragic episode in Los 
Angeles. The question is: At what 
point should the police abandon hot 
pursuit in a heavily populated area? 
The incident cited had to do with a 
100-mile-an-hour police chase of 
youthful drag racers through 
residential streets. At one point a 
police car engaged in pursuit 
smashed into a wholly uninvolved 
car and killed a nine-year-old boy. A 
short time later other patrol cars 


caught up with one of the drag 
racers; the other escaped. 
Was it worth it? Is a boy’s life a 
fair exchange for the capture of a 
drag racer? On the face of it, the 
answer is clearly in the negative; no 
one could reasonably argue that 
bringing a speedster to book, 
however great his potential for harm 
to others may have been, out­ 
weighed a human life. 
The difficulty, of course, is that the 
police have no means of knowing 
when hot pursuit may bring such a 
tragedy. There is always a chance, 


but law enforcement would be 
seriously crippled if the police could 
act only when there was clearly no 
danger of harm to innocent 
bystanders. 
It is essentially a question 
depending on circumstances in a 
given case. One always comes back 
to that. It is a matter of weighing 
risks to the innocent against the 
potential harm of letting suspects 
escape. The answer to the problem 
may lie in stricter guidelines for 
police. That might somewhat lessen 
the danger of harm to the innocent. 
WASHINGTON CALLING . . . b y Marquis Childs 
A futile, dangerous program 


WASHINGTON - If any proof were 
needed, we have seen once again the 
tragedy of three million Israelis 
surrounded by a sea of Arab 
primitivism. Reprisals, no matter how 
far they go, cannot stamp out the 
fanatical blood hatreds of the 
Palestinian terrorists. Even as Israeli 
planes strike refugee camps in 
Lebanon, the horror of another Maalot 
is all but a certainty. 
The limitations of American policy 
are again painfully evident. This is not 
to say a word in derogation of the ef­ 
forts of Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger. His attempt to disengage the 
Israeli-Syrian forces is diplomacy of 
patience and persistence of the highest 
order. But it is the policy of counting on 
merely a continuing flow of more arms, 
a policy grounded largely in Congress, 
that is in the long run futile. It opens the 
way to the kind of domestic politicking 
that is Sen. Henry M. “Scoop” 
Jackson’s claim to the allegiance of the 
most influential Jewish groups. 


THE SOVIETS are sending arms into 
the Middle East to match the American 
shipments. The danger is of a greatly 
enlarged war. That danger is very real 
at the moment in the aftermath of 
Maalot and the reprisal raids. 
Reports out of Moscow say that the 
Soviets have agreed to supply Libya 
with advanced arms. This coincides 
with the visit of Libyan Prime Minister 
Abdel Salaam Jallud. As a sign of the 
importance attached to his visit, Jallud 
was met at the airport by Soviet 
Premier Alexei Kosygin. 
To put advanced weapons in the 
hands of the Libyan dictator, Mummar 
Khadafi, is the height of recklessness.

By ANN BLACKMAN 
Associated Press Writer 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Almost 
every weekday for four years, Rae 
Zeeman has worked without pay at the 
White House, addressing envelopes, 
answering the telephone and clipping 
newspapers. 
Mrs. Zeeman is a White. House 
volunteer, one of 250 women who 
regularly give up a day or two a week to 
work for President Nixon. Volunteering 
every day, as Mrs. Zeeman does, is the 
exception. On an average day, she has 
12 to 15 assistants. 
Despite the President’s Watergate 
troubles, Mrs. Zeeman says her loyalty 
hasn’t wavered. 
“I believe in him,” she said. “I’ve 
read the transcripts, and I fully believe 
he’s done nothing impeachable. A few 
things he didn’t speak of soon enough.... 
But I’m just as much for him now as I 
was in the 1948 (Senate) campaign and 
when he ran with Eisenhower in 1952.” 
Mrs. Warren Cannon of Bethesda, 
Md., said she often works two days a 
week at the White House “because I’m 
a registered Republican, and I like 
President Nixon and his policies. I 
wouldn’t miss a day coming in,” .. . 
It’s hardly the glamorous offices that 
attract volunteers, mostly housewives 
from the Washington area. Many of 
them work in a cramped, windowless 
office in the attic of the Executive 
Office Building, next door to the White 
House. 
The woman in charge of the volun­ 
teers is Anne Higgins, a 34-year-old 
New Yorker who said she has worked 
for Nixon since taking a secretarial job 
with his New York law firm nine years 
ago.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Yacht racing 
usually conjures up pictures of white 
water and flying spray. But camera 
crews recorded brown sand and flying 
stones when they filmed a I,-500-mile 
“sail’’across the Sahara Desert last 
summer by land yachts from eight 
countries. 
Speeding over the western Sahara 
with triangular sails taut in the breeze, 
the one-man craft often race on only 
two of their three tires as steeply 
canting hulls lifted one wheel high in 
the air. 
The helmeted yachtsmen maintain a 
precarious balance by deft handling of 
two steering wheels: one to maneuver 
the vehicle’s front wheel, the other to 
trim its brightly colored mainsail.

To the hearing person, perhaps the 
most interesting segment of the show 
was the four-part round of “Rock My 
Soul’’ in sigh, with three groups signing 
different verses as the fourth kept up 
the beat. Each group followed one of 
the signers on stage as the band played 
the tune, giving the nonhearing 
audience the proper vibrations. 
TO ACHIEVE the desired emphasis, 
Pokorny choreographs each sign 
movement to the particular tune. 
“A deaf person can feel vibrations of 
rock music just as a hearing persorr 
can, and these vibrations intermingled 
with rhythm in signing give the deaf 
person the idea of music,” explained 
the Rev. Msgr. John P. Hourihan, 
pastor of St. John’s and Archdiocesan 
apostolate of the deaf. 
To illustrate this, the Msgr. 
Hourihan gave an example of con­ 
versation : 
“When one signs in conversation, as 
in vocal conversation, there is no 
common rhythm, but in song there is a 
rhythm that all the vocalists adhere to. 
The rock vibrations furnish ti# rhythm 
the deaf person needs to signal a song.” 
POKORNY said he first became 
interested in the deaf in 1959 when thev 
Rev. C. Roland Gerholdt, minister of 
Newark’s St. Michael’s Lutheran 


Pokorny, a 36-year-old chaplain to 
Lutheran students at Gallaudet College 
in Washington, said the opportunity to 
develop rock gospel came in 1989 when 
the college asked him to form a* 
program of signal, or sign language, 
poetry. 
“I said ho’ to this,” he added, “but 
yes to music — on the deaf man’s 
terms. 
“Usually, schools for the deaf have 
rhythm bands and teachers place deaf 
children’s hands on the piano, but it’s 
always on the hearing man’s terms,” 
he argued. “Rock gospel approaches 
music differently; this is music on the 
deaf man’s terms.” 
THE ROCK GOSPEL show consists 
of a rock band, The Sons of Thunder, 
who back Pokorny and the three others 
who sign the words while the lead 
singer performs for the sake of the 
hearing audience. 
Lights, a screen and audience par­ 
ticipation highlight the show. 
The concert, sponsored by Roman 
Catholic, Jewish and Protestant 
churches and agencies concerned with 
the deaf, features religious standards 
such as “Amazing Grace,” as well as 
rock tunes such as “I Can See Clearly 
Now” and “I Believe in Music,” and 
several original compositions.

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WASHINGTON (A P) - Democratic 
National Committee Chairman Robert 
S. Strauss accused Vice President 
Gerald R. Ford Wednesday of being 
fickle to his former congressional 
colleagues. 
“ It would be amusing, really, to 
watch Vice President Ford being or­ 
chestrated,” Strauss said in a speech to 
a small gathering of Ohio Democrats 
here. 
Strauss said Ford is being or­ 
chestrated “ on the one hand by those 
who advise him, and on the other, by 
the White House; each going in dif­ 
ferent directions, each getting him to 
spout the line of the day and forgetting 
the line of yesterday.” 
For example, Strauss said, four 
weeks ago Ford labeled the U.S. House 
of Representatives a “ do-nothing 
Congress.” 
“This week he’s running about 
talking about a legislative dic­ 
tatorship,” said Strauss. 


Tn 1972 he was campaigning for a 
Congress that would give its total 
support to the President while today he 
worries about one that might be veto- 
proof,” said Strauss. 
“ And just 24 hours ago, in a quiet 
meeting with former members of 
Congress, he had the nerve to say to 
them that he has more respect for the 
Congress today than he did when he 
served in it.

Housing market has new setback

W YORK (AP) - While the future 
of housing may already seem as forlorn 
as an abandoned cellar excavation, still 
another dismal report has been issued 
by an important mortgage banker. 
The nearly impossible situation faced 
by the industry is exemplified by a 
massive outflow of funds from mort* 
gage lenders, by rising mortgage 
rates, and by materials costs that are 
rising at an unpredictably swift rate. 
But a report by Advance Mortgage 
Corp. of Detroit suggests that still 
another factor adds to the pummeling 
being administered to housing. In spite 
of pay increases, that is, customers are 
literally unable to buy. 
Advance Mortgage summarized the 
predicament this way: “ Home-buying 
costs have been rising some 3^ times 
as fast as their customers’ income.” 
This indicates that, even if they can 
borrow, many customers won’t do so. 
“ In the past 12 months,” the report 
continues, “average new home prices 
have increased at least 18 per cent, and 
mortgage interest rates on a 90 per cent 
mortgage are now in the range of 9^ 
per cent where usury laws permit, 
compared to 8V4 per cent a year ago. 
‘That adds up to a 28 per cent in­ 
crease in the monthly payments on a 
typical home mortgage — compared to 
an 8 per cent increase in average 
personal income.” 
And the sales prices might go higher 
still. Irving Rose, president of Advange 
Mortgage, a subsidiary of the First 
National City Corp., notes that while 


raw land costs have leveled off, total 
development costs have risen. 
Cost 
increases are 
said 
to 
be 
especially severe in petroleum based 
components such as asphalt paving and 
shingles and plastic pipe, and metal 
items such as sewer pipes and rein­ 
forcing bars. 
“ Builders are complaining they don’t 
know what their houses will cost,” Rose 


relates. 
“ In Florida, some single­ 
family home builders are completing 
entire tracts in advance of any attempt 
to sell so they will know their complete 
costs before setting a price. Others are 
pre-selling 
but 
with 
escalation 
clauses.” 
Advance Mortgage concludes: “ The 
housing recovery projected for this 
year has died in its cradle.” 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
General Assembly is being asked to 
take up the slack in a sagging federal 
program by seeking on its own to put 
welfare recipients into productive jobs. 
House Minority Leader Charles F. 
Kurfess, R-83 Perrysburg, and several 
other legislators have introduced a bill 
that would place welfare clients on the 
public payroll. 
It would work something like the 
federal Work Incentive Program , 
which has been sharply curtailed as a 
result of cutbacks in federal funds. 
Kurfess explained that the state 
would partially finance jobs created 
specifically for welfare clients for a 
period of five years. The jobs could be 
created within any agency of state 
government. 
During the first three years, the 
employing agency would be reim­ 
bursed by the Bureau of Employment 
Services for 75 per cent of the salary 
paid, or $400 a month, whichever was 
the lesser. 
In the fourth year, the agency would 
get 50 per cent, or $300, and in the fifth 
year, 25 per cent, or $200, whichever is 
the lesser, Kurfess said. 
The minority leader said the idea of 
the program was to provide op­ 
portunities to welfare families who 
otherwise might remain on relief rolls 
indefinitely. 
Kurfess conceded that the vast 
majority of welfare funds go for Aid to 
Dependent Children, but said that 
finding a job for the parent or parents 
of such children “will take the children 
off the welfare roles.” 
Kurfess estimated $3,600 as the cost 
of each job created. He envisioned as 
many as 4,000 jobs in the first year of 
the program’s operations, and said 
such an effort would cost the state $14.4 
million. 
The former GOP House speaker said 
he would seek the support of majority 
House Democrats on the basis of an 
existing surplus of 1973-1975 revenues.

their power to keep the cost down to the 
patient and Fayette Memorial Hospital 
is no exception. 
“In the past years, we have had one 
of the lowest room rates in Central 
Ohio. This is, both, good and bad. Good 
from the standpoint of the patient, but 
bad in revenue input to the hospital,” 
Kunz noted. 
Another unique feature of Fayette 
Memorial Hospital is that during 
February 1974, the patient’s average 
length of stay was 6.09 days while the 
national average during this same 
period was 7.4 days, almost a day and 
one-half less patient stay at Fayette 
County Memorial Hospital. 
“Why? 
Because of excellent medical care, 
quality physicians and hospital em­ 
ployes who care,” Kunz pointed out. 
“What all of this boils down to is that 
no matter how hard we try to provide 
quality medical care at the best price, 
inflation and the government are going 
to effect the cost,” Kunz said. To 
emphasize this point even more, since 
Jan. 1974, to the present time, the 
hospital has experienced price in­ 
creases, from their supplies, in eleven 
areas. These increases have ranged 
from 5 per cent to as high as 67 per cent. 
“We have had to pay more for the 
products needed, but were controlled 
as to the cost that we could pass on to 
the patient. Out of these ll price in­ 
creases, for example, our intravenous 
solutions increased 17 per cent,” Kunz 
remarked. The net result of this is the 
elimination of needed working capital 
to operate the hospital. 
Another area which will cause 
hospital costs to increase is 
the 
recently enacted minimum wage law. 
Although initially this will have little 
effect, but by 1975, it is going to cause 
hospital costs to rise even higher.

Let’s assume you’re East and 
partner leads the six of spades, 
dummy following low. When 
you win with the ace and South 
produces the five, there arises 
the question of what to do next. 
Before making a decision, you 
should first try to figure out how 
the spades are divided. This is 
not exactly a Herculean task, 
since the Rule of Eleven tells 


you that South has another 
spade higher than the six and 
common sense tells you that it 
must be the jack, ten or nine. It 
cannot be the king, for your 
partner would surely have led 
the jack from the J-lft-9-6-3, not 
the six. 
It is clear that you must play 
a club at trick two — before 
declarer can establish the 
queen of spades as a trick— and 
the only real problem is which 
club to lead. 
If you return the four, South 
makes the contract by playing 
low from his hand. Note that 
declarer is sim ilarly successful 
if you return the queen, which 
South wins with the ace. Only 
the ten return stops declarer. 
He must then lose two spades 
and two clubs, whatever he 
does, and go down one. 
The ten play is easy enough to

partner must have the king or 
ace of clubs for the contract to 
be defeated.

Blanching and blueness of the 
skin,

tingling, are characteristic of 
this condition. 
Tobacco may not necessarily 
be the cause for this con­ 
striction of the blood vessels; 
but certainly adds considerably 
to the problem. Nicotine con­ 
stricts the blood vessels, and 
must be eliminated completely. 
Numerous drugs and some 
surgical procedures are used 
for advanced cases of con­ 
ditions sim ilar to and related to 
Raynaud’s.

Want ticks 
collected * 
and mailed 


W ASHINGTON 
(A P )

The 
Agriculture Department wants cattle 
producers to search their animals for 
ticks and then m ail the little creatures 
to a laboratory in Texas. 
Not that USDA is starting a new 
entomological zoo. It’s because one 
kind of tick threatens to spread cattle 
tick fever over a large portion of the 
United States unless the pests are cor­ 
nered and eliminated. 
The department’s Animal and Plant 
Health Inspection Service issued this 
advice Wednesday: “ Go catch a cattle 
tick. 
Save your 
cattle 
... 
Look 
especially on the shoulder and flank 
areas. And send all ticks to the State- 
Federal Laboratory, 702, Colorado St., 
Austin, Tex. 78701.” 
Cattle fever ticks, which once cost 
producers $40 million a year in animal 
losses, were eradicated from 
the 
United States in 1943. Some sm all out­ 
breaks occurred afterward, but the 
pests remained under control for the 
most part until August 1972. 
At that time, a severe outbreak oc­ 
curred in the area of Alice, Tex. A 
federal-state quarantine was imposed 
and control measures put into effect. 
No ticks have been found in the area 
since last February and officials are 
hopeful the quarantine can be lifted by 
next fall or sooner. 
Although the southern areas are most 
susceptible to the spread of fever ticks, 
officials say the pests can be carried 
into other regions if precautions are not 
followed. 
A permanent quarantine zone or 
barrier was established in 1941 along a 
500-mile front of the Rio Grande to 
prevent spread of the pests from Mexi­ 
co.

Patty Hearst faces 
life imprisonment 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Patricia 
Hearst faces the possibility of life in 
prison as she is hunted as kidnap 
suspect rather than kidnap victim. 
In a further dramatic turnabout since 
her kidnaping . by the Symbionese 
Liberation Army Feb. 4, Los Angeles 
County Dist. Atty. Joseph Busch lodged 
19 felony charges against her Wed­ 
nesday. 
“She faces life imprisonment,” 
Busch said. “In our opinion, Miss 
Hearst was acting on her own free 
will,” he said in outlining the charges, 
which included four counts of robbery, 
five of assault with a deadly weapon 
with intent to commit murder and two 
of kidnaping. They were filed against 
Miss Hearst and William and Emily 
Harris. 
Busch called again on the three to 
surrender, but expressed doubt that 
they would and said there would be “no 
deal.” He said he believed it was the 
first time a kidnap victim had become 
a kidnap suspect. 
Miss Hearst, 20-year-old coed and 
heiress to a publishing fortune, and the 
Harrises, a white couple who police say 
comprise the remnants of the SLA, 
were charged with 18 counts each. A 
19th charge, of aiding and abetting 
assault, was filed against Miss Hearst, 
and it raised the possibility that police 
believe she may not be with the Har­ 
rises. 
The assault charge accuses Miss 


Hearst of being with two black men 
who tried unsuccessfully to slash a Los 
Angeles landlady last Sunday when she 
denied the three a room. Some of the 
other alleged “sightings” of Miss 
Hearst have placed her with persons 
other than the Harrises, and an 18-year- 
old youth says he saw her leave a Los 
Angeles house last Thursday with two 
black men. It was that house where six 
SLA members died in a fiery shootout 
last Friday. 


Meanwhile, in San Francisco, a 
grand jury prepared to hear testimony 
today about an SLA bank robbery there 
and the kidnaping of Miss Hearst. Wit­ 
nesses were said to include Tom Dean 
Matthews; Patty’s mother, Catherine; 
and Steven Weed, the 27-year-old tutor 
she fell in love with in high school and 
was to marry this summer. 
Matthews, 18, reportedly told FBI 
agents that Miss Hearst said she fired 
30 rifle shots during a getaway from a 
sporting goods store last week. He said 
she and the Harrises kidnaped him, and 
said Miss Hearst told him she had 
willingly taken part in the bank rob­ 
bery and had joined the SLA of her own 
free will. 
The search for the three fugitives 
continued to center on Los Angeles, but 
FBI agents declined to be specific 
about leads.
